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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year  of  1963  in 
both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  successive  year,  we  experi- 
enced a  rainfall  deficiency  of  more  than  ten  inches  and  the  com- 
pounding of  such  drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days 
of  strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most  hazardous 
years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our  fire  season  was  three 
weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the  number  of  fires  showed  only  a 
slight  increase  and  more  remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned 
dropped  from  2,280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early  detection 
and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire  disasters  from  becoming 
reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community 
who  responded  and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now 
86%  wooded  and  its  economy  —  both  industrial  and  recreational  —  is 
greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource.  The  responsibility  for  ade- 
quate fire  protection  of  this  great  area  —  4,350,000  acres  —  is  every- 
one's responsibility  and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn,  obtain 
a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is  dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  matches  from  young 
children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of  lighting  matches  and 
making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches  are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are  chargeable 
to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to  escape;  (2)  children  play- 
ing with  matches;  and  (2)  smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
all  such  fires  endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation  during  the 
past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  cooperation  we  are  confident 
that  we  can  improve  our  fire  record  in  1965.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Goshen-Lempster  Coopera- 
tive School  in  Lempster  on  the  twentieth  of  March,  1965,  at  12:00 
Noon,  to  act  upon  Articles  1  and  2:  the  meeting  to  be  recessed  and 
opened  again  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  remain- 
ing articles  in  the  Warrant  (Articles  3  through  11): 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
five  years  and  one  member  for  four  years. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any 
subjects  embraced  in  this  warrant.

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  appro- 
priate receipts  from  federal  lunch  reimbursements,  tuition,  gifts  and 
other  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources,  in  addition  to  the  original 
appropriation  for  1965-66,  for  the  school  lunch  program,  general  ex- 
penses, equipment  and  improvements.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooper- 
ative School  District,  I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  and  final  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

TEACHING  STAFF 

We  were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  start  our  new  school  year  (Sep- 
tember 1964)  with  an  experienced  teaching  staff.  All  our  classroom 
teachers  returned  for  another  school  year.  We  have  appreciated  the 
good  work  done  by  our  teachers  over  the  years,  and  Mr.  Miller,  our 
Principal,  has  given  enthusiastic  leadership  in  the  organization,  ad- 
ministration and  operation  of  the  school.  The  building  was  planned 
on  a  two-grade  to  a  room  seating.  However,  we  have  been  over-crowded 
this  year,  particularly  in  the  primary  room.  There  were  too  many 
pupils  in  the  first  grade  for  the  teacher  to  do  justice  to  her  students, 
especially  in  the  teaching  of  reading  groups.  In  spite  of  the  increased 
enrollment  in  all  rooms,  our  teachers  should  be  commended  on  their 
achievement.  They  have  been  loyal  and  cooperative,  and  worked  hard 
to  provide  appropriate  educational  experiences  for  the  children. 

CAFETERIA 

The  school  lunch  period  opened  on  November  1st  and  the  usual 
hot  lunches  have  been  served  to  all  pupils  and  teachers  who  wished 
to  take  advantage  of  this  school  service.  Mrs.  Frances  Newton  was 
appointed  school  cook.  We  commend  her  on  the  quality  of  food  pre- 
pared and  the  excellent  meals  which  have  been  provided. 

We  are  finding  it  difficult,  as  time  goes  on,  to  operate  this  de- 
partment on  a  sound  financial  basis.  The  program  is  self  supporting 
and  is  no  way  financed  through  the  school  district  budget.  Govern- 
ment shipment  of  surplus  foods  has  helped  to  support  our  finances, 
and  enable  us  to  keep  the  pupil  cost  at  a  minimum.  The  time  may 
come  when  it  would  seem  advisable  to  consider  including  the  salary 
of  the  cook  in  our  school  budget.

It  is  expected  that  we  will  have  14  new  pupils  entering  the  first 
grade  next  year,  nine  coming  from  the  town  of  Goshen  and  five  from 
the  town  of  Lempster.  With  16  pupils  graduating  in  June  we  should 
open  school  in  September  1965  with  a  total  enrollment  of  about  129 
pupils.  This  building  was  designed  for  a  pupil  load  of  120  students. 
We  are  already  over  capacity  and  our  utility  room  is  not  large  enough 
to  properly  accommodate  the  number  of  pupils  who  are  served  hot 
lunch. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

Mr.  Wesley  Witham  has  been  our  janitor  again  this  year.  During 
the  summer  vacation,  the  building  was  cleaned  and  all  floors  washed 
and  waxed.  The  desks  were  sanded  and  varnished  and  the  windows 
cleaned  inside  and  out. 

During  July  and  August  the  upper  grade  room,  the  cafeteria  room 
and  the  toilet  rooms  were  redecorated.  This  work  is  part  of  a  rotat- 
ing plan  for  maintenance  each  year. 

A  horizontal  bar  was  purchased  and  erected  on  the  west  side  of 
the  building,  to  be  used  as  a  station  in  our  recreational  program. 

ADMINISTRATION  CHANGES 

Due  to  my  retirement  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  because 
of  the  formation  of  the  Fall  Mountain  Cooperative  School  District,  we 
may  expect  a  change  in  the  Supervisory  set-up  another  year. 

Beginning  October  1,  1965  the  supervisory  office  of  Union  #5  in 
Charlestown  will  be  closed.  All  towns  now  in  this  complex  will  be 
allocated  to  other  union  combines.  It  is  understood  that  on  the  above 
mentioned  date,  the  Goshen-Lempster  District  will  become  a  part  of 
the  present  Newport  Union.  This  is  a  first  step  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Fall  Mountain  Cooperative  on  July  1,  1966  and  the 
elimination  of  the  Union  #5  complex  of  towns. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S    RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District  give  serious  consider- 
ation to  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  present  building.  This 
would  fill  our  need  for  more  classroom  space,  and  additional  toilet 
facilities. 

2.  If  the  idea  of  a  building  addition  does  not  seem  advisable  at 
this  time,  that  we  consider  transportation  of  grades  7  and  8  to  New- 
port as  tuition  pupils.  This  would  enable  the  children  to  benefit  by 
the  many  advantages  offered  by  the  Newport  Junior  High  School  and 
give  them  a  better  background  and  foundation  as  they  enter  the 
Senior  High  School. 

3.  That  we  consider  carefully  the  Area  School  idea  and  realize  the 
advantages  which  this  type  of  school  organization  has  to  offer.  We 
would  hope  that  the  present  study  committees  will  make  a  compre- 
hensive report  on  their  findings  in  relation  to  the  Area  School  con- 
cept. Such  a  report  would  help  the  citizens  in  this  district  arrive  at 
a  sound  decision  as  to  the  best  possible  plans  for  the  future  develop- 
ment of  our  schools. 


CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of 
the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  District  for  their  interest  and  sup- 
port during  the  year.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  annual  Goshen-Lemp- 
ster  School  report. 

I  would  like  to  begin  by  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the  teach- 
ing staff  for  their  continuing  efforts  and  devotion  to  the  school  and 
the  student  body.  Without  hard,  dedicated  work  on  the  part  of  Mrs. 
Morrissey,  Mrs.  Newman,  and  Mrs.  Starkey  we  would  not  have  a  school 
which  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  cooperative.  We  are  grateful 
also  to  the  non-professional  staff  and  other  members  of  the  community 
who  have  aided  us  in  keeping  the  school  running  smoothly. 

The  year  that  has  passed  since  my  last  report  has  been  an  event- 
ful and  successful  one.  There  has,  of  course,  been  the  routine  sched- 
ule of  instruction  in  the  basic  subjects.  This  has  been  modified  some- 
what by  the  change  to  modern  math  in  several  grades  and  the  use  of 
the  S.R.A.  reading  program  in  the  upper  grades.  Our  curriculum  is 
also  expanding  in  the  field  of  science  and  social  studies,  due  to  in- 
creases in  the  amount  of  material  that  is  now  considered  basic  because 
of  our  nation's  expanding  culture  and  technology.  Our  audio-visual 
program  has  also  been  expanded  through  the  greater  use  of  films. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  that  stand  out  from  the 
routine  are: 

1.  A  highly  successful  class  trip  to  Boston,  where  the  eighth  grade 
visited  Cinerama,  The  Museum  of  Science,  Bunker  Hill  Monument  and 
a  large  number  of  historic  sites. 

2.  A  successful  program  of  instrumental  music  for  which  we  are 
very  grateful  to  Mr.  Robert  Howard. 

3.  A  new  program  of  vocal  music  by  Mrs.  Alice  Bruno,  who  direct- 
ed an  outstanding  Christmas  program. 

4.  The  Eighth  Grade  Graduation. 

5.  The  Science  and  Book  Fair  which  enabled  us  to  add  new  books 
to  our  room  libraries. 

6.  The  Dental  Clinic  Program  which  has  helped  us  maintain  a  high 
level  of  oral  hygiene.  Here  we  are  grateful  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Parent's  Club  and  to  Mrs.  Starkey,  who  administrates  the  program  at 
school. 

At  this  point  I  would  like  to  depart  from  the  usual  school  report 
format  to  express  a  few  thoughts  about  the  present  progress  and  fu- 
ture direction  of  our  general  educational  policy. 

Perhaps  a  good  starting  point  would  be  a  brief  statement  of  our 
educational  philosophy. 
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In  general  terms  this  might  be  stated  as: 

A  belief  that  each  child  is  an  individual  with  differences  and 
needs  that  must  be  recognized  and  provided  for. 

A  belief  that  our  nation's  ability  to  continue  as  a  world  power  de- 
pends on  an  increasingly  higher  level  of  education  for  all  members  of 
its  society. 

A  belief  that  the  fundamental  concepts  of  American  Democracy 
must  be  maintained,  and  the  application  and  practice  of  these  must 
be  taught. 

A  belief  that  the  school  is  related  to  social,  political,  and  economic 
aspects  of  the  community  and  that  the  school  and  these  institutions 
are  mutually  supporting. 

Therefore,  under  the  concepts  of  this  philosophy  our  objectives 
are: 

1.  To  educate  every  child  to  the  limit  of  his  or  her  ability  as  far 
as  the  resources  of  the  community  and  the  school  facilities  permit. 

2.  To  impress  upon  each  child  the  value  of  and  the  practice  of 
living  in  a  free  society. 

3.  To  create  in  each  child  a  desire  for  knowledge,  rather  than  a 
submission  to  the  education  process. 

4.  To  constantly  revise  the  curriculum  so  that  it  conforms  with 
national  standards  and  ideals. 

5.  To  strive  for  continuous  improvement  in  educational  methods 
and  facilities. 

6.  To  provide  a  wide  range  of  activities  and  experiences. 

7.  To  educate  the  children  as  future  citizens  of  the  community. 

8.  To  educate  the  children  for  the  future  as  far  as  that  future 
can  be  predicted. 

Keeping  these  objectives  in  mind,  let  us  examine  briefly  our  pre- 
sent system  using  as  our  guide  Guide  Lines  for  New  Hampshire  Ele- 
mentary Education  which  is  a  recent  state  publication.  Some  of  the  re- 
commendations to  be  found  in  this  book  are  the  following: 

1.  Provision  for  education  of  special  students  such  as  the  advanced 
or  the  slow  learner, 

2.  Specialists  in  the  field  of  art,  music,  and  physical  education, 

3.  Guidance  services, 

4.  Remedial  reading, 

5.  Speech  therapy, 

6.  Library  facilities  consisting  of  at  least  10  books  per  pupil, 

7.  Foreign  language  teaching. 

This  is  a  parital  list  of  the  areas  that  are  either  completely  lack- 
ing or  are  woefully  inadequate  in  our  present  system. 
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Another  important  area  to  be  considered  is  the  increased  num- 
ber of  pupils  presently  in  the  school  and  the  even  larger  numbers  that 
will  be  coming  in  soon.  It  will  become  increasingly  difficult  just  to 
maintain  our  present  standards  when  we  must  increase  them  in  order 
to  keep  abreast  of  other  communities.  However,  in  spite  of  some  short- 
comings, I  feel  that  we  can  be  proud  of  our  school  and  our  children, 
and  I  hope  that  our  pride  will  increase  with  the  growth  of  our  edu- 
cational system.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goshen  and  Lempster  I  here- 
with submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  for  Supervisory  Union 

#5. 

During  the  school  year  1963-64  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
vision  tests  were  done  followed  by  11  rechecks.  Of  this  number  seven 
children  were  found  to  have  visual  problems.  All  of  these  children 
were  seen  for  further  examination  and  corrections  were  made  as 
needed. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  hearing  tests  were  done  followed  by 
six  audiograms.  An  audiogram  consists  of  a  graph  of  hearing  which 
shows  the  loudness  level  or  the  threshold  at  which  one  can  just  barely 
hear  each  of  the  tones  of  the  audiometer.  Four  children  were  found 
to  have  some  degree  of  hearing  loss.  Parents  were  contacted  and  in 
three  instances  follow-up  was  made  by  the  family  physician. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  children  were  weighed  and  mea- 
sured and  checked  for  any  obvious  deviation  from  the  normal.  The 
dental  care  problem  which  at  one  time  presented  our  greatest  health 
difficulty  has  much  improved.  Dr.  Houlihan  has  done  a  fine  job  with 
the  Dental  Clinic  which  is  supported  by  the  Parents'  Club  and  the 
State  Department  of  Health.  Twenty-nine  children  attended  the  Clinics 
during  this  past  school  year.  All  work  found  necessary  was  complet- 
ed. More  and  more  parents  are  taking  their  children  to  the  family 
dentist  and  that  is  good. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  children  and  three  adults  were  given 
the  Tuberculin  Patch  Test.  No  one  reacted  to  the  test.  This  coming 
Spring  a  change  will  be  made  in  the  testing  method  and  the  Stern 
Test  will  be  used. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able  to  again  give  Sabin  Vaccine  be- 
fore the  close  of  school.  The  pre-school  children  are  particularly  in 
need  of  it. 

There  were  several  cases  of  mumps  and  German  measles  during 
the  school  year  but  aside  from  the  usual  illnesses  it  was  a  good  year 
health-wise. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
Mr.  Stickney,  the  school  personnel,  and  the  parents  for  the  continu- 
ing fine  support  they  have  given  the  Health  Program.

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SPECIAL   COMMITTEE    REPORTS 


At  a  special  meeting  held  on  Oct.  7,  1964  your  School  District 
appointed  two  committees,  one  to  meet  with  other  nearby  towns  to 
explore  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  Authorized  Regional  Enroll- 
ment Area  (AREA)  School  and  the  second  to  suggest  solutions  to  the 
problems  caused  by  an  increasing  school  population  and  the  stiffening 
educational  requirements  at  the  secondary  schools  to  which  our  young- 
sters go  after  the  8th  grade. 

A  series  of  meetings  were  held  in  Newport  to  explore  the  AREA 
concept.  Briefly  explained,  AREA  is  a  long-term  plan  wherein  the 
sending  districts  contract  to  send  all  of  their  children  to  a  centralized 
receiving  district  —  in  this  case  Newport  —  for  at  least  20  years.  This 
guarantee  enables  longer-range  planning  by  both  groups  since  certain- 
ties of  rental  and  /or  tuition  help  the  receiving  district  while  the  send- 
ing districts  know  that  their  children  cannot  be  squeezed  out 
should  over-crowding  occur. 

This  Newport  study,  however,  confirmed  what  other  AREA  studies 
are  showing  —  that  without  changes  in  the  basic  law  such  an  arrange- 
ment is  not  feasible  since  the  formula  for  tuition  charges  (pegged  at 
state  average  or  lower)  could  adversely  affect  the  receiving  district 
and  the  rental  formula  makes  rental  charges  so  high  that  sending 
districts  are  refusing  to  "buy"  the  idea.  So  it  was  unanimously  de- 
cided by  all  parties  (including  the  consultant)  to  postpone  further 
study  for  several  months  until  possible  changes  could  be  made  by  the 
legislature.  Furthermore,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  three 
Goshen-Lempster  members  that  even  then  the  guarantee  of  space  in 
the  Newport  School  system  was  probably  not  worth  the  loss  of  choice 
of  schools  now  available,  especially  with  no  state  financial  aid  to  off- 
set the  higher  costs.  Naturally  the  final  decision  is  up  to  the  School 
District  at  such  time  as  the  AREA  study  group  makes  a  final  report. 

In  the  meantime,  it  was  decided  by  your  two  study  committees 
that  an  informal  combining  of  the  two  to  study  the  over-crowding  in 
our  Cooperative  School  and  any  educational  deficiencies  made  good 
sense  and  offered  a  greater  variety  of  ideas  and  insight,  especially 
since  both  groups  had  to  delve  into  some  of  the  same  material  to  get 
facts  and  make  reports.  So  the  following  material  has  been  reviewed 
by  both  of  your  committees. 

A  few  statistics  quickly  point  up  our  problems.  First,  we  would 
note  that  your  elementary  school  population  (grades  1  through  8)  has 
increased  from  94  in  1954-5  (last  year  of  separate  schools)  to  131  in 
the  current  year  and  will  go  to  135  next  year  before  leveling  off 
at  a  slightly  lower  figure.    This  total  excludes  several  youngsters  who 
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are  now  in  private  schools  and  could  come  back  to  us  any  time.  It 
also  ignores  any  possible  growth.  It  should  also  be  compared  with  an 
optimum  enrollment  in  our  building  of  120.  Secondly,  we  find  that 
the  number  of  tuition  children  in  grades  9-12  has  increased  from  25 
in  1954-5  to  47  in  this  current  year  and  in  projection  would  go  to 
64  by  1970,  although  past  patterns  of  "drop-outs"  suggests  that  per- 
haps 55  is  a  more  realistic  figure  for  the  late  '60s. 

Incidentally  we  might  point  out  here  that  your  increased  school 
costs  over  the  past  decade  are  the  direct  result  of  the  relationship 
between  this  sharp  increase  in  youngsters  and  our  period  of  infla- 
tion. Teachers'  salaries,  transportation  and  tuition  are  the  prime 
villains  in  this  increase  and  are  items  that  would  have  been  present 
regardless  of  any  past  district  action  and  regardless  of  any  School 
Board  decisions.  Comparison  of  this  soaring  school  population  with 
town  population  figures  show  that  the  real  problem  has  been  the  social 
change  of  younger  families  replacing  older  families. 

The  second  big  problem  facing  us  is  the  "step  up"  in  quality  in 
the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  to  which  we  send  our  secondary 
school  children.  French  is  now  being  taught  in  the  8th  grade  in 
those  systems  and  will  shortly  be  available  to  7th  graders.  Are  our 
youngsters  to  be  denied  the  college  course  because  we  don't  prepare 
them  for  this?  Also  the  new  math,  science  in  lower  grades  and  im- 
provements in  English  teaching  in  those  systems  are  putting  our 
children  at  increasing  disadvantage.  So  even  though  census  figures 
indicate  that  we  still  can  jam  into  our  existing  building  for  a  few 
more  years  (if  some  more  children  don't  move  into  town),  the  chances 
of  our  youngsters  to  go  on  for  higher  education  are  increasingly  dif- 
ficult as  each  year  rolls  by. 

In  conclusion,  your  committees  are  not  making  a  specific  recom- 
mendation; rather  they  are  pointing  out  the  seeming  alternatives  avail- 
able to  us.  However,  we  do  feel  that  the  alternative  of  "doing  nothing" 
should  be  rejected  for  one  of  the  others,  not  so  much  to  relieve  over- 
crowding but  to  enable  a  broadening  of  the  subject  offering,  more  spe- 
cialization in  subject  matter  by  teachers  and  more  help  to  the  young- 
sters at  all  grade  levels.  At  the  School  Meeting  on  March  20th  the 
pros  and  cons  of  the  various  alternatives  and  the  financial  aspects  of 
each  will  be  presented. 

Briefly,  your  choices  would  seem  to  be  these: 

1.  Do  nothing 

2.  Tuition  one  or  more  additional  grades  to  Newport 

3.  Turn  the  present  activities  room  into  a  classroom  with  an 
additional  teacher.    Obviously  hot  lunch  would  have  to  be  discontinued. 

4.  Add  a  new  classroom  (and  teacher)  to  the  existing  plant.  The 
present  activities  room  and  hot  lunch  program  would  remain  as  at 
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present.  Addition  of  new  toilet  facilities  should  probably  be  considered, 
too. 

5.  Convert  the  present  activities  room  into  a  classroom  and  con- 
vert the  present  undersized  kitchen  and  teachers'  room  into  a  corri- 
dor. Add  a  new  40x50  unit  which  would  contain  a  larger  kitchen,  new 
toilet  rooms,  a  teachers'  room  (for  sick  use,  too)  and  a  hall-activities 
room  large  enough  to  seat  about  220  people,  thereby  being  suitable  for 
either  town  or  school  activities. 

At  this  same  meeting  a  brief  report  on  the  problems  encountered 
at  the  AREA  meetings  will  be  made,  though  no  vote  can  be  made 
since  no  formal  AREA  report  can  be  submitted  until  the  full  AREA 
group  reconvenes  later  in  the  year. 

Just  as  the  school  meetings  of  10  years  ago  set  the  pattern  of  our 
system  for  the  past  10  years,  the  meetings  of  this  year  will  decide 
for  the  coming  decade  or  more.  These  decisions  are  more  than  blocks 
and  timbers,  books  and  hot  lunch  programs.  They  are  the  decisions 
which  affect  your  children  and  grandchildren  in  the  years  to  come.
